ORDER 
In October 1968 , the Government of India brought to the notice of the 
State Governments the necessity for giving financial assistance and other 
help to political sufferers who had participated in the national movements 
for the emancipation of the country during the thirties and forties of this 
century and who would be old and infirm by now , many of them being 
also impoverished due to their participation ia these movements. West 
Bengal Maharash ra , Tamil Nadu and Mysore are some of the Governments 
which have impl mented a scheme of financial assistance to political 
sufferers. This Government have examined the proposal in detail in 
co sultation with the Goverr.ments referred to above and are pleased to 
issue the following orders : 

2. A scheme for the grant of pension to Freedom Figh ers subject to 
cer: ain conditions will be introduced in this State. Rules rela : ing to the 
scheme are attached to this G. O. as Annexure 1. 

3. The pension payable to each " Freedom Fighter" hall be Rs. 50 per

4. A specimen of the form in which the pension has to be applied is 
attached t ) this G. O , as Annexure II. 5000 copies of the form will be 
prin ed by the Superintendent, Government Presses and distributed to all 
the Dis rict Collectors immediately. 

5. Application forms will be made available to persons desirous of 
applying for pension in the offices of the Tahsildars and District Collectors. 
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6. The Inspector General of Prisons will issue suitable instructions to all 
the Superintendents of Jails to comply with requests from the Di rict 
Collectors for informa ion regarding imprisonment of the Freecom Fighters 
and also to furnish extracts from the convict regis:ers free of co : t. 

7. The Superin endent of Government Presses will arrange to print 
copies of he lists of Freedom Fighters prepared by the Regional Records 
Survey Committee, Trivandrům and he Ex -INA personnel prepared by the 
Ex- INA Association , Kerala and distribute them to all the District Collec 
tors for the purpose of verification of claims for pension . 

8. An Adv sory Committee will be constituted in each district to assist 
the District Collector for the purpose of the scheme. The Advisory Com 
mittee will a vise the District Collector in regard to the disposal of the 
appl.cations for pension under this scheme. 

9. The expenditure on account of pension to Freedom Fighters will be 
debi ed to " 65 Pensions and other reti ement benefits" . A new sub head 
under this h a . of account will be opened for the purpose. As it is a "New 
Service , the expen iture on this scheme will be met by obtai ing a sup 
plementary grant from the Legislature. Pending sanction by the Legisla ure 
the ini ial expenditure will be met by drawing an advance from the Contin 
gincy Fund. Ordersregarding these and also about the accounting pro 
cedure and mode of payment will be issued separately ,

KERALA FREEDOM FIGHTERS PENSION RULES 


1. These rules may be called " The Kerala Freedom Fighters Pension 
Rules ” . 

2. These rules shall be applicable throughout the Kerala State . 
3. These rules shall come into force from 1-4-1971. 

4. In these rules, a Freedom Fighter means any person who on account 
of participation in the NationalMovement, 

(a) had been sentenced to imprisonment for not less than six 
months; or 

(b ) had been kept under detention (including detention as under-trial 
prisoner, for not less than six months; or 

(c) was killed in action ; or 
(d ) was sentenced to death ; or 
(e) died due to police or military firing or lathi charge; or 

(f ) lost his/ her job or means of livelihood or the whole or, substantial 
part of his /her property ; and 

(g ) became perminently incapacitated due to such participation or 
affected with grave disease for life. 
Nole to rule 4 :-D serving and hard cases in which pension cannot be 

granted because the periods of incarceration fills short 
of six monthsmay be reported to Government by the 

District Collector for decision . 
5. In these Rules, National Movement means a movement against the 
British Government in India or any Guvernment within the country 
supported by it. 

6. This definition will cover only participants in all fiecdom movements 
till 15th August , 1947 within the confines of the present State of Kerala and 
will also include those who had participated in the Goa Liberation Move 
ment and the Liberation of Mahe from French Rule . 

7. A pension of Rs. 50 per mensem shall be payable to eich Freedom 
Fighter or his widow or minor children whose income from all sources 
including help from near relatives does not exceed Rs. 300 per mensem . 

8. Ex- I. N. A. personnel are also eligible for a pen :icn of Rs. 50 per 
mensem under this scheme subject to the following conditions : 

(i) An Ex - I.N.A . person who applies for the grant of pension shall 
produce a certificate from the All India INA. Enqu.ry and Relief Com 
mittee , New Delhi, to the effect that he served in the I.N.A. 

( ii ) An Ex- I.N.A . person who satisfies the other conditions laid down 
in these rules except imprisonment, detention , etc., and production of certifi . 
cate from the Prisons Departmentwill be eligiwle for the giant of pension . 


9. Where there are two or more applicants claiming relationship with a 
decease 1 Freedom Figh: er the total amounts to all of them shall be limited 
t ) Rs. 50 per mensem , 

10. The widow /minor children of a Freedom Fighter who has been 
anctioned a pension under rule 6 shall be eligible to the continuance of the 
pension . 

11. The pension shall be payable till death if the grantee (him elf 
herself ) is the Freedo.n Fighter . If the grantce is the wife of a Freedom 
Fighter, the pension shall be payable till her death or remarriage. If he 
grantee is a minor, in the case of son , the pension shall ceae on his attain 
ing the age of 18 and in he case of daughter, on her marriage or altaining 
che age of 21 whichever is earlier. 

12. A pension sanctiond under these rules is liable to be car celled if it is 
found that the sanction was given on mistaken grounds or that the financial 
condition of the pensioner has improved . 

13. The pension is liable to b : cancelled if the pensioner is absent from 
the Kerala State for over 3 calendar months, provided that, if the pensioner 
has returned to this State at any time and continued to reside here the 
Government may revive the payment after due verification of the facts 
relevant to the continuance of the pension . In such cases, arrears of pension 
may also be ordered to be paid up to a maximum of 3 mon : ls . 

14. The District Collector shall be the authority competent to sanction 
pension under these rules. 

15. Applications for the grant of pension under these rules in the form 
attached as Annexure II should be sent to the Collector of the District to 
which the applicant belongs. 

16. On receipt of application from a Freedom Fighter for the grant of 
pension , the District Collector should cause enquiries regarding the eligibility 
through the Tahsildar. 

17. On receipt of the report of enquiry from the Tahsildar in the Form 
as in Annexure III attached and on satisfying himself about the eligibility 
of the applicant for the pension , the Collector shall make an order on each 
application either sanctioning pension or rejecting the same. A specimen 
of ihe order sanctioning the pension is attached to this as Annexure IV .. 

18. The pensions sancticned under these rules will be payable from the 
date of issue of the sanction order . 

19. It shall be the duty of the pensioner to intimate his change of 
tesidence for more tha: three months to the District Collector and to the 

reasury officer who cisburses the pension in the Form attached as 
Annexure V.

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particulars. 


20. The following instructions regarding the enquiry to be made for the 
grant of pension are also issued : 

(i) A Freedom Fighter or other claiment should submit the 
application form in duplicate , one copy direct and another copy through the 
Tahsildar concerned to the District Collector concerned furni hing all the 

( ii ) In cases where all material particulars are furnished in a 
petition , the Collector need not insist on the application forms being filled . 
in , but initiate action on the petition itself . The application form may 
however be separately sent to the applicant for being filled in and submitted 
for purposes of record . 

(iii) On receipt of a copy of the application from the applicant or 
from the District Co lector, the Tahsildar will conduct enquiries personally 
or through his subordinates who shall in no case be lower in rank than 
Firka Revenue Inspector. The Enquiry Officer shall personally interview 
the Freedom Fighter or claimant or hi /her guardian and such other persons 
he considers necessary to satisfy himself whether the conditions or el gibility 
viz. income limit, etc., are satisfied. The Tahsildar will subunit his report 
to the Collector promptly with his specific recommendations in the Form 
attached as Anne:cure v . 

(iv) The period of imprisonment should invariably be verified with 
reference to jail records . If the applicant, for any reasons, is unable to 
furni h an extract from the convict register, the Collector may address the 
Superintendent(s) of the Jail (s) concerned and obtain an extract from the 
convict register pertaining to the Freedom Fighter. 

(v ) Production of certificates issued by the concerned Jail authorities 
need not be insisted on from the Freedom Fighters. They need only be 
esked to furnish full particulars of their imprisonment, with period and 
dates, as accurately as they can with reference to their memory or any 
records in their possession . The Cllector should get these particulars 
verified by correspondence direct with the Jail Superintendent concerned . 
In ca es where the Freedom Fighters underwent imprisonment in a Jail 
which is now outside Kerala State, the Collector should report the particulars 
immediately to Government who will thereupon correspond with the other 
States concerned for necessary verification . Meanwhile , the Collector 
shoull complete the enquiry regarding the economic status, etc., of the 
Frecdom Fighter or his family. 

( vi) In the absence of records to prove impriso: ument the fact that 
the applicant had received fee concession sanctioned to Freedom crs / 
Political sufferers in G. O.MS. No. 342 /Edn . dated 15-6-1961, G. O.MS. 
No. 106 /Edn . dated 18 2-1962, G. O. MS. No. 163/ Edn. dated 14-3-1963, 
G. O.MS. 4058 /64 /Edo . dated 28-8 1961 and G. O. MS. E8 /66 Edn . dated 
24-2-1966 may be accepted as proof of his eligibility for receiving the 
pension subject to the other conditions being satisfied . 

(vii) In cases where the applicant is a minor son or minor daughter, 
the Tahsildar/the Revenue Inspector should ascertain the age of the appli. 
cant by such verification and enquiry as are necessary. 

The correct age of 


the minor son or daughter of the Freedom Fighter should be incorporated in 
his report. Verification of age will be done with reference to the certiffcato 
of date of birth to be produced by the claimant or any other reliable 
record . 

(viii ) When the verifying officer interviews personally the Freedom 
Fighter or other claimant, he shall also verify the identity marks. 

( ix ) The Collector will satisfy himself that the enquiry has been full 
and complete before sanctioning the pension . 

(x ) On receipt of a copy of the application direct from the claimant, 
the Collector will watch whether the Tahs.ldar s report is received within a 
reasonable time and issue reminders in case the report is not received within 
a reasonable time. 

(xi) In case the pension is granted to the widow of a Freedom 
Fighter, the Collector shall cause a half yearly verification to see whether 
the widow gets remarried . 

( xii ) If the pension has to be discontinued with reference to rule 
(viii) , the Collector may order immediate discontinuance.

ORDER 
The District Officers have reported to Government the difficulty 
experienced in certain areas of the State to obtain the services of regular 
recruits in the ministerial cadres due to the frequent transfer of personnel 
belonging to other parts of the State . It is also considered necessary to 
expedite the recruitment of candidates to public service by changing the 
present system of centralised reciuitment. The question of decentralising 
the recruitment of the lower ministerial cadres at the District level has 
therefore been examined by the Government.in consultation with the Public 
Service Commission . 

The Commission has proposed the following delegation of work to the 
District Recruitment Boards. 

( A ) All items of work in connection with the advice on recruitment 
of candidates for the following posts : 

(i) Leave Reserve Primary Teacher 
(ii) Leave Reserve Graduate Teacher 
( iii ) Senior Language Teachers in Hindi, Arabic,Malayalam eic . 
(iv ) Specialist teachers of various categories 
(v) Part- time teachers in Hindi, Sanskrit, Arabic etc. 
(vi) Nurses, Midwives etc. 

(vii ) Copyists. 

( B ) Selection to T. T. C. 
G. 1147. 
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( C ) All items of work in connection with the advice on recruitment 
of candidates to the posts of Clerks, Typists , Stenographers, Clerk - Typist etc. 
in various Departments . 

(D ) The work in respect of according concurrence for the continu 
ance of the provisional hands coming under all the categories of selections 
referred to above.. 

Government accept the above proposal and order accordingly. Govern 
ment are also pleased to order that the recruitment at District level through 
the District Recruitment Boards sanctioned above will be made subject to 
the following conditions: 

(i) No transfers will be allowed from one District to another within 
a period of five years from the date of commencement of continuous service . 

(ii) Such inter-district transfers will be allowed only after five years 
and subject to the conditions laid down in G. O. Ms. No. 4/ PD . dated 
2-1-1961. 

(iii ) Candidates who are already in service will be made ineligible 
to apply for the same post in another District. But it is open to them to 
apply for higher post. 

( iv ) This will not affect the existing procedure where State-wise 
promotions are involved . 

(v) Notifications inviting applications will be issued by the Commis, 
sion . The applications will be received , scrutinised and processed in the 
District Recruitment Boards. 

(vi) Issue of admission tickets and advice of candidates will be done 
in the District Recruitment Board Office. 

(vii ) The work relating to the appointment of examiners , and 
Assistant examiners, setting of question papers, false numbering of answer 
papers, their decoding and preparation of ranked lists district-wise will be 
done in the office of the Public Service Commission . 

(viii) Estimated number of vacancies will be notified . If actual 
data is not available, request will be made to get the estimated number of 
vacancies from various Departments prescribing a time schedule . Govern 
ment will be addressed for the same. 

(ix) Headquarters vacancies will be allotted to each District by 
rotation starting with Trivandrum . 

Sanction is also accorded for the creation of the following posts in each 
of the District Recruitment Boards to cope with the additional work 
delegated to them .

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The additional expen iture will be debited to 19 C (b ) 11 in which a 
token provision of Rs. 100 has been provided for 1971-72 .

Government are pleased to approve the following rules regulating access 
ofResearch Scholars to the Repositories (Archives) under the State Archives 
Department. 

1. The records preserved in the Regional Repositories (Archives) in 
Trivandrum , Ernakulam and Calicut are open for consultation between 
10.30 a . m . and 4.30 p . m . on all working days. 

. 2. Records are generally open for consultation only to bona fide research 
scholars. The following are accepted as bona fide research scholars : 

(i) Ordinary and corresponding members of the Indian Historical 
Records Commission . 

( ii) Vice- Chancellors , Pro-Vice-Chancellors, Professors and Rcadors 
of a recognised University in India . 

(iii) Post-graduate research workers of a recognised University in 
India, who produce a certificate from the Vice-Chancellor or the concerned 
Professor of the University, or the Principal of a Post-graduate College, or 
any evidence that the Director of Achives may consider necessary. 

( iv ) Ady official of the Government of India or any State Govrnment 
when the work is under taken with the approval of the appropriate 
Government or Head of Department and where satisfactory evidence for 
such approval is produced . 

(v) Accredited correspondents of newspapers who would like to 
consult materials for writing articles on any matter of topical interest, 
Provided the D.rector of Archives may refuse permission if he feels that the 
publication of the materials or parts thereof will tend to create disaffection 
among peoples or that it will not be in the interest of Government to publish 
them .

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(vi) Authors and free-lancers who wish to do research on a specificd 
topic may be deemed research scholars at the discretion of the Director of 
Archives, provided they produce a letter of introduction from one of the 
following: -

of a recognised University in India ;

3. Foreigners, however will require the permission of the Kerala 
Government for consulting the records. 

4. The Director of Archives reserves to himself the right to refuse or 
to modify any application as he considers necessary. 

5. Permission to inspect the records shall remain vaild for six months 
from the date on which it is granted . If the permission is not availed of or 
if the inspection of records is not completed within the period , a further 
application shall be necessary for permission to inspector to continue to 
inspect the records as the caremay be. 

6. Inspection is allowed only in the presence of a member of the 
Archives staff. The officer in charge of the Archives may with the sanction 
of the Director of Archives impose such further conditions as he deems 
necessary to ensure the saſe preservation and proper treatment of records. 

7. No research scholar shall call for or consult records which are not 
relevant to the subject of his research . Copies, extracts or notes taken from 
the records shallnot be taken out of the office b.fore they are inspected by the 
OF_er - in -charge who will have full discretion to withhold such portions of 
the extracts or notes taken from the records as hemay consider objectionable . 
In cases of doubt, he will refer the matter to the Director of Archives. All 
copies, extracts and notesmust be made in a legible manner. 

8. The information guined from the records should not be used for a 
purpose other than the one for which sanction has been accorded . 
B9. The State Archives may agree to undertake research amongst its 

records on behalf of individuals and institutions on payment of fees 
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Transliteration , translation and transcription work may also be undertalen 
by the staff of the State Archives on behalf of a scholar and the scales of 
charges for these types of work will be as follows: 
(i) , Search fee : 

Rs. 5 per day . 
( ii) Transcription fee; 
(a ) Transcription covering a foolscap shçet in double spacing 

25 paise for each sheet without comparison .". 
(b ) Comparison of typescripts or manuscript with originals 

@ 0.12 paise for each foolscap shrei. 
(c) Duplicate and triplicate copies @ 0.20 paise for each sheet. 
10. Permission to take photos of records preserved by the Department 
shall be granted to research scholars, provided the purpose for which the 
photos are required is clearly stated in their applications and the Director of 
Archives satisfies himself that the purpose is bona fide and subject to the 
conditions to be prescribed in this regard in each case and also subject to 
rule 20. The Director of Archives however reserves to himself the right of 
refusing permission to take photos of records considering the nature and 
type of recordsrequested to be photographed or to require for a reasonable 
amount being deposited which could be returned to the depositor when he 
fullls the condition to produce copies of photos before the Officer-in-charge 
of the Repository . 

• 11. Application for microfilm copies of records will be considered on 
installation of a microflm unit . Meanwhile, scholars who use their own 

devices may get s ich of those records as are allowed by the Director of 
· Archives duplicated for their use. 

12. In all cases where records are requistioned by a research scholar, 
a separate slip shalll be clearly written and signed by him for each paper or 
volume required . The slip will be returned to him by the Officer-in -charge 
when he hands over the records. 

13. Not more than five single documents or two volumes would be 
issued to a scholar at a time. Documents in a fragile condition shall be 
handed over singly or subject to such condition as the officer in - charge may 
deem necessary for their safety. 

14. Big folio volumes are to be placed on book -rests and handled as 
little as possible . 

15, Records and reference books must be treated with great care. No 
person shall write on documents or put one doc men : on top of another or 
lean on any of the documents or lay note book or the paper on which he is 
taking note. Any defect in cr damage to a document or boob should be 
pointed out to the officer on duty in the Rescarch Room at the timeof 
borrowing . 

16. No sort of marks with pen , pencil or otherwise may be m de on 
any record . 


17. With a vicw to prevent ink being spilt on records, the use of ink 
bottle liall not be allowed. If the volumes of documents can be placed on 
book resis , a fountain pen may be used for the purpose of taking notes of 
extracts. In all other cases, notes or extracts shall be taken in pencil. 

18. Tracing of signatures and drawings may be made only with the 
permission of the officer-in -charge and subject to such conditions as he may 
impose. Permission shall not be given if it appears to the officer-in -chargo 
that the process of tracing is likely to damage the documents, 

19. Any person who uses the records for purposes of historical research 
ard published worksbased on those rccords is required to acknowledge the 
scurce in the publication and one copy of every such publication based on the 
materials con ulted at the Repositories of the State Archives Department 
must be deposited in the Library at the Direcorate of Archives , soon after 
publication . 

20. One copy of every photo taken on the records must also be 
deposited in the Archives whose records were taken photos of immediately 
after the photos are ready. 

21. Smoking is strictly prohibited in the Record Room . 

22. Wilful and persistent disregard of these rules may result in the 
withdrawal of the permission granted to the research scholar, 

23. The research facilities mentioned in these rules are to be made 
available at the discretion of the Director of Archives, In case of any doubt 
or dispute concerning the e rules and their interpretation , the decision of the 
Government of Kerala shall be final and binding.

- In exercise of the powers confered by section 36 
of the Kerala Education Act, 1953 (6 of 1959), the Government of Kerala 
hereby make the following amendments to the Kerala Education Rules, 
namely :

1. In Chapter VII 

(i) for rule 1, the following shall be substituted , namely : 

" 1. All Schools shall be closed for the Summer Vacation every 
year on the last working day ofMarch and re -opened on the first working 
day of June unless otherwise notified by the Director." 

(ii) for rule 2, the following shall be substituted , namely : 
“ 2. School year.-- A School year shall be deemed to commence on the 
re -opening day and terminate on the last day of Summer Vacation ." 

( iii) rule 2 -A shall be deleted . 
(iv ) For item (a ) of sub -rule (i) of rule 5, the following shall be 

substituted , namely : 
" (a ) the opening day and the closing day." 
(v ) in sub -rule (2 ) of rule 7, for the words " 15th March of the 

year”, the words " last day of February of the year" , shall be

2. In Chapter VIII 
(1) In sub -rule (2) of rule 11, for the word "April , the word 

" March " shall be substituted. 
3. In Chapter XIV-(A )

" 12. Transfers. - Transfers under rule 10 and 11 shall ord na ily 
be made only at the beginning of the school year."

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4. In Chapter XXIII, - 

(i) for rulc 12, the following rule shall be substituted , namely : 

“ 12. Strength of teaching staff: 
Subject to the availability of accommodation the strength of teaching 
staff in each school shall be fixed by the Educational Officer in accordance 
with the above general provisions, once a year after finalising the number of 
divisions based on the effective strength of the class as on the 6th working day 
from the re-opening date in June The strength shall be verified by the Edu 
cational Officer by paying surprise visits to the schools . The actual attend 
ance on the date of visit of the Educational Officer plus 5 per cent roll 
strength for absentees not exceeding the roll strength of the each class alone shall 
be reckoned as the effective strength of the school for fixing the number of 
divisions and the strength of staff. The staff sanctioned by the competent 
authority during the previous year shall continue till the 6th working day 
after the re-opening of the schools in June . The fixation of staff shall be 
finalised by the Educational Officer not later than the 15th July every year or 
such other date as may be fixed by the Director from time to time for the 
purpose. The strength of standard I as on the 6th working day after Vijaya 
dasami Day shall be reviewed having regard to the provisions under sub 
rule (2) of rule 4 of Chapter VI and the strength of the staff shall be refixed 
accordingly, if found necessary . 

Explanation.- (1) For purpose of fixing the number of divisions, rule 
23 of Chapter VI shall be applied . 

(2) Government may revise the date for reckoning the strength of 
the classes in any year if found necessary and the strength of the teaching 
staff shall be fixed in such an event on the basis of the number of divisions as 
on the date so fixed . The date so fixed shall be published in the Gazette. 

(3) In calculating the effective strength , fractions of half and above 
shall be rounded off to the next higher integer and fractions less than half 
shall be ignored .” 

( ii) for rules 12 A , 12 B and 12 C , the following rules shall be substi 
tuted , namely : 

“ 12A . Review of staff fixation . - Notwithstanding anything contained in 
rule 12, in the case of Government Schools , the Educational Officer may fix 
the strength of the teaching staff based on the strength of the attendance as 
on the 6th working day after re-opening of the schools in June as reported by 
the Heads of schools. Within a period of onemonth from the date of orders 
on staff fixation , the Educational Officers shall make surprise visits to the 
schools to check strength , attendance, accommodation etc., and review the 
staff fixation if found necessary. The fixation of staff shall be finalised not 
later than the end of August. 

12B. Date of taking effect of staff fixation orders.-- The orders of staff fixa 
tion shall take effect on the 6th working day after the re-opening of the 
schools in June. If additional posts are sanctioned against which fresh ap 
pointments are to be inade such posts shall take effect from the 15th of July . 


Wadditional posts sanctioned are to be filled wp by transfer of excess bands 
from other schools under the same Educational agorcy the posts sanctioned 
sball take effect from 6th working day after the re-opening of the school in 
Junc. 

12 C (1) Scrutiny of staff fixation by higher Officers: - The District Educa 
tional Officer shall scrutinise all orders passed by the Assistant Educational 
Officer in regard to fixation of staff strength in Primary Schools and may 
revise such of the orders as are found necessary. Such revision orders shall 
be passed before the end of August every year and forward copy of such 
orders to the Regional Deputy Director and the Manager /Headmaster. 

( 2) The Regional Deputy Director shall scrutinise all orders passed 
by the District Educational Officer in regard to the fixation of staff strength 
in High and Training Schools and may revise such of the orders as are 
found necessary . Such revision orders shall be passed before the end of 
August every year and forward copy of such orders to the Director and the 
Manager/Headmaster, The Regional Deputy Director shall also verify the 
correctness of the fixation orders of the Assistant Educational Officer and 
the revision orders of the District Educational Officer relating to atleast 
10 percent of the Primary Schools within his jurisdiction before the end of 
September every year and may revise such of the orders as are found 
necessary . Copies of such orders passed shall be forwarded to the Director/ 
Manager/ Headmaster. 

(3 ) Any order by the District Educational Officer or the Regional 
Deputy Director as the case may be, revising the fixation orders shall not be 
passed unless an opportunity is given to the person who is affected thereby. 
Such orders shall take effect from the date of these orders. 

12 D. Appeal against staff fixation :-(1) The Manager of a school 
shall have a right of appeal to the Regional Deputy Director concerned 
against the order of Assistant Educational Officer or District Educational 
Officer, as the case may be. 

(2 ) No appeal preferred under these rules shall be entertained 
unless it is preferred within 15 days from the date of receipt of the order 
appealed against. 

Provided that the appellate authority may entertain the appeal after 
the expiry of the said period , if he is satisfied that the appellant has suffi 
cient cause for not submitting the appeal in time. 

(3) If the appellate authority restores the posts disallowed by the 
Educational Officer against which qualified teachers had been working, such 
posts shall be deemed to have been sanctioned from the 6th working day 
after re-opening of the schools in June. In cases where the appellate 
authority allows the additional posts which are to be filled up by transfer of 
excess hands from other schools under the same Educational Agency, the 
additional posts shall be deemed to have been sanctioned from the 6th 
working day after the re-opening of the schools in June. In cases where

appellate authority sanctions additional posts which are to be filled up by 
appointing fresh hands, such posts will have effect from 1st September 04 
the date of the appellate order, whichever is earlier. 

12 E. Revision of staff fixation by the Director - The Director may on 
his own motion or otherwise call for the records of the orders relating to 
fixation of staff strength for a school year during the course of that school 
year and revise the same. 

Provided that an order affecting the interest of a person shall not be 
passed under these rules unless the person concerned has been given an 
opportunity of making any representation which he may wish to make 
against such orders" . 

5. In Chapter XXVIII, - 

(i) in rule 4, for the figure, abbreviations and words " 6th working day 
from the re-opening date in May wherever they occur the following shall be 
substituted , namely : 

" 6th working day from the re-opening day in June" 
(ii) In rule 6. 

(a ) in sub -rule (i) for the words, " before the first of September 
the words " before the first of October " shall be substituted . 

(b ) in sub rule ( iii ) after the words " advance in April" , the words 
( or in the first week of May " , shall be inserted .
